McADOO DISLIKED 


Mr. McAdoo seems to be cordial- 
ly disliked by those who are prom- 
inent in the Cox following. They 
complain that McAdoo, after being 
defeated by Cox in the San Fran- 
cisco convention, sulked in his tent 
throughout the campaign, refusing 


ticket headed by his triumphant 
rival. Mr. McAdoo vigorously de- 
nies the charge and points to times 
and places when he went out of 
his way to work for Cox and the 
ticket generally. But the Cox 
folks decline to be consoled except 
by schemes to even up scores with 
Mr. McAdoo. 

Democratic leaders here say that 
Cox easily can get the delegation 
or the greater part of it. There 
are only about five districts in the 
State in which McAdoo would have 
a good chance of taking delegates 
away from Cox. Ten delegates 
would be only about one-fifth of 
the delegation and under the unit 
rule Cox would have the entire 
Ohio aggregation. McAdoo’s chief 
strength is in communities where 
railroad employees are numerous 
and influential. 


UNDERWOOD TO SPEAK 


Senator Underwood, Democrat, 
Alabama, is to make a speech here 
a couple of weeks hence but 
whether he will be an active con- 
testant in the Democratic primary 
remains to be seen. There is a 
close community of interest be- 
tween the friends of Cox and the 
friends of Underwood. In fact, in 
most cases these friends are iden- 
tical. They are in favor of Under- 
wood staying out of Ohio and keep- 
ing his powder dry, relying on the 
Cox delegation to support him aft- 
er the preliminary balloting. If 
Underwood and McAdoo both 
should get into the fight in Ohio. 
the Cox and nderwood forces 
would be divided and McAdoo 
would be the beneficiary. 

Mr. McAdoo is to make a speech 
here shortly after the Underwood 
appearance and an announcement 
is expected at that time shedding 
light on the intentions of the 
former Secretary of the Treasury 
in regard to the Ohio contest. 


KLAN MAY BE FACTOR 


The Ku Klux Klan is pretty 
strong in Ohio and might prove to 
be a factor of consequence in the 
primary if Underwood should be 
an open contestant. Underwood 
has denounced and defied the Klan 
and is credited with an intention 
to make an anti-Klan pronounce- 
ment a plank in his platform. Mc- 
Adoo partisans view thie depart- 
ment with consiterable satisfaction, 
opining that the Kian will support 
McAdoo in preference to Under- 
wood and predicting that in con- 


sequence McAdoo will carry every 


State in the Folid South except 
Alabama in which Underwood 
lives and the primary law of which 
was framed to insure Underwood 
the Alabama delegation. 
Followers of Underwood profess 
the utmost confidence that his anti- 
Klan attitude will prove a great 
asset and that he will gain more 
votes than he will lose thereby.

CONTRACT 


Publisher Compromises 
Paper Mill Suit by Paying 
Three-quarters of Million 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 7.—The prin- 
cipal feature ot the agreement by 
which William Randolph Hearst 
terminated his suit to set aside 
his contract to buy a $1,760,000 
paper mill in Dexter, N. Y., for 
$3,500,000 became known today. 
Mr. Hearst agreed to pay the Dex- 
ter Sulphite Pulp and Paper Mill 
Company, with which he had made 
the contract, $750,000 to cancel it. 
The mill reverts to its owners with 
$750,000 in cash to boot, to say 
nothing of the changes in their 
plant made by Mr. Hearst to trans- 
form it from a .wrapping paper 
mill to a plant for the manufac- 
ture of news print paper. 

The contract for the purchase 
of the mill was made in 1920, when 
news print prices were at their 
peak. Looking over his purchase 
last year when the market was 
easier, Mr. Hearst is said to have 
reached the decision that the plant 
was not worth the price he had 
agreed to pay for it and he in- 
stituted his suit In the Supreme 
Court to anrtrul the contract. 

Mr. Hearst was represented in 
the action by Max D. Steuer, Clar- 
ence J. Shearn and Nathan Bur- 
kan, while the mill concern had 
as counsel Former Gov. Nathan 
L. Miller and Samuel Seabury, for- 
merly judge of the Court of Ap- 
peals. The trial was enlivened by 
sharp verbal clashes between coun- 
sel, especially between Mr. Seabury 
and Mr. Steuer. 

The defendants, through their 
counsel, set forth that Mr. Hearst 
bought the property for $3,500,000, 
investigated the plant and for a 
time seemed content with his pur- 
chase. Mr. Hearst changed the mill 
inte a manufactory of news print 
stock, paying former owners 
to operate it. 

A novel phase of the complaint 
by the counsel for Mr. Hearst, Mr. 
Steuer, was that Charles F. Zittel, 
publisher of Zit's Weekly,” Mr. 
Hearst’s agent in the deal, was to 
have received a rake-off of $125,- 
000 from the seflers of the mill 
if they disposed of it to Mr. Hearst 
at the contract price. The testi- 
mony showed that Mr. Zittel is at 
present in the employ of Mr. 
Hearst at a compensation of $560,- 
000 a year.

‘ACT HELD VALID 


Division of Excess Earnings 
Test Case Decided 

Chief Justice Taft Delivers 
High Court Ruling — 


Recapture Provision Ruled 
Key to Whole Plan 


(BY 4 P. NIGHT WIRE} 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—-Pro- 
visions of the Transportation Act 
requiring railroads to divide with 
the government their excess earn- 
ings were sustained today by the 
Supreme Court. 

The attack upon the constitu- 
tionality of the recapture clauses 


was brought by the Dayton-Goose 
Creek Railway Company of Tex- 
as, but when the case reached 
the Supreme Court, nineteen of 
the most important railway sys- 
tems of the country joined in it. 

Describing the Transportation 
Act as legislation intended to build 
up a system of railways prepared 
to handle promptly all the inter- 
state traffic of the country, and as 
aimed to give the owners of the 
railways an apportunity to earn 
enough to maintain thelr proper- 
ties and equipment in a state of 
efficiency, Chief Justice Taft de- 
clared in delivering the opinion 
of the court, that the railroads of 
the country had been placed more 
completely than ever under the 
fostering guardianship and con- 
tro] of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 


OGLAUSE IS KEY 

Reviewing the increased juris- 
diction conferred by Congriess 
upon the commission, the Court 
pointed out that the commission's 
functions no longer were limited 
to the fixing of reasonable rates 
and prevention of those which 


riminatory. 

The clauses of the Transporta- 
tion Act which provide for the 
recapture of excess earnings were 
declared by the court “the key 
provision of the whole plan.” The 
uniformity of rates decided upon 
ag the most helpful to the weaker 
railroads would enable those of 
average efficiency, the court said, 
to earn the prescribed maximum 
return. By the recapture clauses, 
the Chief Justice stated, Congress 
is “enabled to maintain uniform 
rates for all shippers and yet keep 
the net returns of railways, 
whether strong or weak, to the 
varying percentages which are 
fair respectively tor them.” 

PROPERTY RIGHTS 

Regarding the property rights 
of the carriers and the interests 
of the shipping public, the con- 
troversy presented two questions, 
the court continued. Analyzing 
these it said that rates which as 
a body enable all the railroads 
necessary to do the business of 
a rate section or territory, to en- 
joy not more than a fair net-oper- 
ating income on the aggregate 
value of their properties therein 
economically and efficiently oper- 
ated, are reasonable from the 
standpoint of the individual ship- 
per of that section.”

CUSTODIAN ONLY 


Referring to the contention of 
the railroads that the recapture 
of excess earnings is an appropria- 
tion of their property in violation 
of their constitutional rights, Chief 
Justice Taft stated that under the 
„ a the carrier is 

y a trustee for the excess 
a fair return. 

“Though in its possession,” he 
said, “the excess never becomes its 
property, and it accepts custody of 
the product of all the rates with 
this understanding. It is clear, 
therefore, that the carrier never 
has such a title to the excess as to 
render the recapture of it by the 
government ya taking without due 
process. 

The railroads are in no Position 
to assert, the court added, that any 
excess earnings belong to the ship- 
— and not to the government. 

uch a claim, it explained, can only 
be considered by the court when 
made by the shippers. 

Rates as now made were de® 
clared by the court reasonable 
from the standpoint of the shipper. 


STATE RIGHTS 

The court devoted considerable 
space in the opinion to the discus- 
sion of whether the recapture 
clauses invaded the rights of 
States in rate making. and reached 
the conclusion that they did not. 

Discussing the point made by the 
carriers that limiting their earnings 
to 6 per cent was confiscation, the 
court declared that it had not laid 
down a rule, as the railroads 
claimed, that invested capital was 
entitled to a greater return than 
6 per cent. The question of the 
minimum of a fair return varied, 
it said, with different circum- 
stances. 

Railroads required to divide ex- 
cess earnings restricted to 6 per 
cent, the court added, pointing out 
that the railroads were permitted 
to retain one-half of the excess, 
which, it estimated, would result in 
the railroads with excess earnings 
receiving about 8 per cent on their 
reported values, such a return, it 
stated, could not be called confis- 
catory.

Now, when you consider length 
of service, which is probably the 
most important of all, you will see 
that this club could be kept on the 
field for many years without falling 
apart. There would be no worry 
about filling up weak places every 
year. Every one of those players 
not playing now lasted fifteen years 
or more. 

I have limited myself to five 
pitchers because I consider that 
enough. All pitchers do better with 
plenty of work. 

My reason for selecting three 
catchers is that I could use

DEATH LAID 
TO MISTAKE 
OF DRUGGIST 


Japanese Girl Dies in 
Agony Through Asserted 
Mixture of Labels 


Little Masoko Saneto, 4 years 
of age, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Joe Saneto of Thirty-fourth street 
and Pacific avenue, Los Angeles 
Harbor, was the victim of a drug- 
gist’s mistake in labeling two pre- 
scription boxes, according to a re- 
port given the harbor police last 
night, and died yesterday after- 
noon at the Seaside Hospital, Long 
Beach, in agony. 

According to the report which 
Dr. Albert Allen of Los Angeles 
Harbor made to the Harbor po- 
lice, he had prescribed milk of 


magnesia for the child, which the 


druggist prepared. About the 
same time, Dr. Allen's report to 
the police stat L. Spark 
ordered a prescription ot chloride 
and potassium iodide which also 
was filled. When it came to ap- 
plying the labels to the two pre- 
scriptions, according to the report 
to the police, the labels became 
mixed and the Japanese father 
took the prescription which was 
handed him and administered it 
to the child. 

Little Masoko immediately be- 
came ill and the doctor was called. 
The child was taken to the hospi- 
tal in a desperate but fruitless at- 
tempt to save its life. The child 
died not long after entering the 
hospital. 

The body was taken to the un- 
dertaking parlors of Goodrich & 
Co. It is expected an inquest will 
be ordered today.

REDUCING TAXEs 


Many individuals and even part- 
nerships are forming corporations 
in order to reduce their income 
taxes, according to Ralph G. Dow, 
C.P.A., of the firm of Loomis, Dow 
Co., C. P. A., speaking to the 
class in higher accountancy at the 
Accountants’ Educational Institute, 
630 Black Building, last night. 

Mr. Dow explained that this is 
being done extensively by persons 
having large incomes, because the 
tax on individual incomes is 80 
much higher than that on corporh- 
tions’ incomes. To illustrate, he 
stated that a single man with a net 
income of $50,000 would pay an in- 
dividual income for 1923 of $8720: 
he could, however, form a corpora-

Completion of a contract involv- 


ing approximately $17,000,000, 
whereby the Standard Ot] Company 
of New Jersey, purchases an ag- 
gregate of 33,000,000 barrels of 
fue] of] from the Mexican Seaboard 
Oil Company, owned by the John 
Hays’ Hammond interests, was an- 
nounced yesterday by Maj. F. R. 
Burnham who is in charge of the 
Hammond operations in Califor- 
nia. 


Delivery under the contract will 
begin on February 1, according to 
Maj. Burnham, and will continue 
at the rate of 30,000 barrels a day 
for three years. 

The price named in the contract 
is based on a minimum which 
Maj. Burnham indicated would not 
be far from 50 cents a barrel and 
will be regulated by the current 
market price, which it is believed 
will make the average price per 
barrel considerably better than 50 
cents. Delivery is to be made to 
Standard Oil Company tankers at 
Tampico, Maj. Burnham asserts. 

It is understood that the con- 
tract will be filled by production 

the Mexican Seaboard Oil 
Company's recent Mexican dis- 
coveries and the Panuco and Tote- 
co fields, where the company has 
been operating for several ¥ 
The majority of the oil will be 
contributed outside the Toteco 
field which is said to be nearing 
exhaustion, not more than 10,000,- 
000 barrels remaining in the field, 
it is thought. 


Concerning Increase 

Increases in the price of crude 
petroleum which have been ru- 
mored more or less continuously 
since the last cut, will not come 
before the middle of the year in 
the opinion of many producers. 

It is pointed out that while crude 
not tied up by contract is com- 


paratively ecarce, and therefore is 


bringing a bonus from the small 
refiners, the stored reserve of oil 
is still too great to justify predic- 
tions of an increase in price in the 
near future. The present storage 


in California is estimated at about 


90,000,000 barrels besides the ex- 


ports to eastern refineries, :which- 


were considerably more than 100,- 
000,000 barrels during 23, of 
which a considerable pro n is 
still unconsumed. 


It is believed by some operators 


that any increase in price before 
these reserves are considerably de- 
pleted, would simply result in sus- 
pension of buying until the quanti- 
ties of crude in storage are reduced 
to normal. This, according to the 
opinion of a number of producers, 
will not occur until late in the sec- 
ond quarter of the year. 

Storage facilities in this State 
were increased by approximately 
60,000,000 barrels during 1923, at 
a cost of 30 to 60 cents per barrel. 
Storage space is still being built 
by the larger companies, and the 
tanks and reservoirs now avaliable 


are not all in use. These facts are; 


interpreted as another indication 
that no immediate increase in the 
price of crude is likely, inasmuch 
as it is thought probable the larg- 
er companies, which set the price, 
are not likely to make an increase 
until their tanks are full of cheap 
crude. 

Starts New Wildcat : 

The Standard Oil Company's new 
wildcat well, located on the Farrell 
lease near Hyde Park and Ingle- 
wood, is down 1000 feet, according 
to reports from the field. The 
Standard holds approximately 1000 
acres in that district, it is said. The 
well is located more than a mile 
from:the United Oil Company's 
Wagner wildcat, which was drilled 
to about 6500 feet and abandoned. 

The new venture is located al- 
most equidistant on the map be- 
tween Beverly Hills, Compton and 
Redondo, and is several miles from 
the nearest production. 


To Test Area 


A test of the eastern area of the 


Torrance field, in the Keystone dis- 


trict, is expected within the next 


two weeks, wtth three wells in 
that area nearing production 
depth. 


The Shell Company's Keystone 
No. 1 is reported.at 3800 feet, with

YNDICATED NEWSPAPERS 
Out of the aftermath of the recent na- 
tional elections in England has come a na- 
tion-wide protest against syndicated news- 
papers. It is a spirit of resentment toward 
those who seek to purchase public opinion 
by purchasing strings of newspapers. 
Independent newspapers in England are 
disappearing at an alarming rate. Two 
wealthy members of the nobility, Lord Roth- 
ermere and Lord Beaverbrook, purchased 
last fall a number of independent newspa- 
pers with large circulations. A part of 
them they discontinued, where they would 
come into competition with publications 


they already owned, and the policies of the 


others were formed on the syndicate plan. 

These newspapers played their part in the 
national elections; and many hold that it is 
a part which was creditable neither to the 
publishers nor to the readers. The result 
of the voting seems to indicate that in pur- 
chasing these newspapers the millionaire 
ewners were able to dominate the political 
opinion of the subscribers. It is not surpris- 
ing that the publications should be bought, 
like fish in the market; but the surprising 
part is that the reading public permitted it- 
self to be bought and sold in the same mar- 
ket. 

Now the reaction has begun. The public 
is beginning to discover that it was deliv- 
ered; that it bought and paid for propagan- 
da, thinking it was news; that it accepted 
clever fiction for fact; that it failed to dis- 
tinguish between accusation and actual

different cities show that the circulation of 
these papers has taken a sudden plunge 
downward, that the reading public has dis- 
covered how it has been exploited, and that 
a clever political coup is proving a bad

That the press is a molder of public 
opinion, often without the public, itself, be- 
ing aware of it, is indisputable. When a 
newspaper loses its individuality by being 
joined toſa string of other newspapers, when 
its policies are sent out in tins, as it were, 
from a c@ntral office of some millionaire 
publisher in a far, distant city, that news- 
paper loses alike its independence and its 
power for good. 

Influential newspapers always possess the 
individuality®of the community that they 
serve.

They 
are mere corporations, without body and 
soul. The syndicated newspaper usually 
panders to the objectionable and the sala- 
cious; for lacking individuality, it lacks the 
self-respect of the individual. 

There are certain economical advantages 
that accrue to syndicated newspapers, 
where one writer supplies different news- 
papers in many cities. But these advan- 
tages, while profitable to the owner, are to 
the detriment of the public service and the 
public welfare. 

Los Angeles, like London, Liverpool, 
Leeds and Manchester, is one of the fields 
invaded by the syndicated newspapers. The 
people who read the syndicated newspaper 
regularly are unconsciously exploited to the 
profit of the absentee owner. The view they 
get of life is not that of their own commu- 
nity.

Presumably as a forward step in national 
defense, the Navy Department proposes to 
send the United States dirigible Shenan- 
doah next summer on a flight to the North 
Pole. 


If successful, such a feat would add luster 
to the fame of the American Navy and 
glorify American airmanship. Reviewing, 
however, airship performances in the past,

Miss Evaline Balfour, 16-year 
old daughter of Mme. Constance 
Balfour, famoug singer, who after 
a forty-eight-hour disappearance 
was found Saturday night half 
clothed and hysterical on the cor- 
ner of Fourth and Alameda 
street, yesterday recovered con- 
sciousness long enough to recog- 
nize relatives, partially at least. 

It was said at the Talbot Sana- 
torium, 431 orth Normandie 
Place, where Balfour is now 
being cared for, that /physicians

She has not yet reached a state, 
they said, which will permit a 
complete mental examination to 
learn the detais of her experience 
or to get clews on which might be 
a police investigation.

ar, honey cakes are called 
“basler loekerlein“ and were made 
with brandy. We will give the 
recipes for both. 

For the lebkuchen beat well four 
eggs and beat into them gradual- 
ly two and one-quarter cups of 
light brown sugar; sift two cups 
of sifted flour with one teaspoon 
of baking powder, two teaspoons of 
cinnamon, and one-quarter of a 
teaspoon of allspice; mix with the 
flour mixture half a cup of broken 
walnut meats or half ac of 
shelled, blanched and chop al- 
monds and halt a cup of finely cut 
citron. Combine the two mixtures, 
flour the hands well and spread 
in shallow buttered pans one and a 
half inches thick; bake in a very 
moderate oven. When baked cut 
in squares and spread with an icing 
made by mixing two cups of sifted 
powdered sugar with the beaten 
white of one egg and one teaspoon 
of lemon juice, set in a cool oven 
or the sun to dry. 


HONEY CAKES 


Place in a saucepan half a 
pound of strained honey, one and 
a quarter cups of sifted powdered 
sugar, and half a pound of 
blanched and split almonds; bring 
to a boil and mix thoroughly.
